A special meeting of the 
Elba City Council was called 
on Tuesday night of this week. 


,The meeting was called for 


the purpose of getting work 
underway toward applying for 
federal grants under the new 
Public Works Bill that Con- 
gress passed over President 
Ford’s veto. City officials have 
been informed that they must 
be ready with their plans and 
applications as soon as pro- 
cedures are announced. 
However, the majority of 


‘the meeting was taken listen- 


ing to complaints about -the 
location of the new doctor’s 
clinic on land in front of the 
hospital. Mrs. Erma Warr, 
aid Mr. and Mrs. Robert 
Cooper appeared before the 
couneil to protest the action 
that was taken without -them 
being informed and in direct 
conflict with verbal promises 
‘made to them when the hos- 
pital was being planned. They 
own residential property that 
adjoins the site of the new 
office. 

According to Mrs. Warr 
the residents in the area had 


been promised that the area | 


would be used as a park and. 
had they known of the future 
use, they would have bought’ 
the land themselves to keep 
the ‘noise and activity from 
so near their back door. 
Robert Cooper said most 
of the area residents had been 
there since 1950 and wantedto . 
stay there but -was afraid that 
next a hamburger joint would 
be there before they knew 
what was happening. Cooper 
pointed out-that none of the 
residents had been informed 
of the action and that the pro- 
perty was zoned R-1 (single 
family dwellings). Attorney 


#3) ‘Bill Stokes was present at the 
‘request of the city officials 


ami he read from the law 


‘gove: zoning stating that 


it is legal to place a doctor’s 
office in an R-l zone “on ap- 
peal.” 

Cooper was told that the 
zoning board had met and ap- 
proved the action. However, 
it was discovered that the “on 
appeal” had to be advertised 
and affected persons given 
fifteen days to protest. 

Cooper said that he was not 
trying to stop the doctor from 
coming nor was he trying to 
stop the present construction 
but he -was concerned about any 
future construction inthe area. 
Mrs. Warr asked that the coun- 
cil give them assurances in, 
writing that no future construc- 
tion would take place in the) 
area. At thi8 point Stokes 
spoke up-and explained to the 
couneil and the petitioners that 


‘no conneil could legally make 


such a promise that lasted 
past a normal term in office. 

All three stressed that they 
were not opposed to the build- 
ing of the clinic nor tothe new 
doctor, but-were upset over 
the location of the building. 
Cooper traced the buildup: of 
the area from the ‘time the 
hospital was built, through the 
construction of his brother’s 
clinic, Dr. Crook’s clinic and 
the drug- store and not the 
new office. He said that they 
were not aware that when they 
didn’t protest the hospital and 
nursing home, they were ap- 
proving a medical complex. 
He concluded with the state- 
ment, “The building is started 
‘and no doubt will be completed 
but -we wanted to register our 
complaints before something 
else is started.” 

Councilman Wayland Sharp- 


less added, “We owe 


these people an apolo- 
gy. We clearly didn't fol- 
low the letter of the law 
to its fullest. Several others

Families Shut Out of Housing Market 


“Rampant inflation has brought clouds over the housing in- 
dustry,” says James Bostic, Deputy Assistant Secretary of Agri- 
culture for Rural Development. 

In a recent speech Mr. Bostic noted that in 1950 seven out of 
ten American families could afford the average new house, but 
now, “after a quarter century of rising incomes, only four out 
of ten can.”

22 per cent in 1975.

‘ruly indigent who, for reasons 
of health, education or family 
responsibility, can’t exist with- 
out aid. Fine, nobody wants 
anybody to starve. But, we 
ought to recognize that a large 
number of those in need are no 
great shakes at managing their 
affairs. Suppose you send them 
a nice fat check, and instead 
of buying food and clothing, they 
get an urge for a TV set. By 
the end of the month they’re 
hungry and cold. Situations 
like that prompted the food 
stamp program but with the 
barter power of the stamps, 
the program only created more 
ways to cheat. 

Giving folks money and/or 
food stamps won't work. Two 
things are needed: more super- 
vision in looking after the indi- 
gent, plus a program of admin- 
istrating it that would make 
being on welfare highly unde- 
sirable. That way only those 
who were really hungry and cold 
would sign up and since they 
wouldn't like it, they’d be moti- 
vated to get out and earn their 
own way. Likewise, the dead- 
beats would steer clear 

Back when I was small, there 
wasn't welfare as we know it, 
but you heard talk of ‘the poor 
house’. During the depression, 
folks lived in dread of having 
to go to the ‘poor house’ 

Well, thereitis. Set up ‘poor 


houses’ everywhere and make 
them basic...three platn, ade- 
quate meals aday, shared sani- 
tary facilities, warmth and uni- 
formed clothing, for economy 

And then it hit me why this 
solution has never been tried 
All those millions on welfare 
have a vote and any politician 
who tried such reform would 
welfare recepients wouldn't 
like their easy dole being fed 

There's only one other an 
swer Take away the voting 
rights of folks as long as they're 
on welfare. But we'd sure have 
to hurry...because soon there'll 


be more ON the dole than off, 
and then it'd never pass!

POLYESTER 

(This is the fourth article 
in a series of articles pre- 
pared for me by Kathy Maddox, 
4-H’er from Zion Chapel. This 
week Kathy talks about laun- 
dering polyester.) 

Before laundering clothes, 
it is helpful to know the char- 
acteristics of the fibers and 
fabrics you are to wash. These 
will determine the basic care 
a garment should receive. One 
of the most common man-made 
fibers is polyester. 

Polyester is used in making 
knit suits, dresses and sports- 
wear. When combined with 
other fibers, it is used for dur- 
able press apparel, shirts, tab- 
lecloths, curtains, etc 

Some of the outstaiuding ch- 
aracteristics of polyester are 
that it is very wrinkle-resis- 
tant, it has an affinity for 
Oily soils, it may pull when 
abraded and it won't shrink 
or stretch if properly heat set. 

Listed below are some 
comments about the washa- 
bility of polyester. When wash- 
ing polyester knits, you should 
use a warm temperature set- 
ting and turn garment inside 
out to prevent snagging. Pre- 
treat any greasy or oily stain 
before washing, by rubbing in 
undiluted liquid detergent. 


NEW FLAVORED COFFEE 

Flavored coffee is a fav- 
orite in many families.

To freeze-dried or instant 
coffee base, try adding one of 
the following: brown sugar, 
semi-sweet chocolate pieces, 
crushed peppermint candy, 
slivered candied orange peel, 
non-fat dry milk or ground 
cinnamon, allspice or cloves. 
You can experiment with all 
kinds of combinations to get 
different flavors. 

Sift the dry ingredients to- 
gether and store them in a 
tightly-sealed container. Then 
the next time you have a yen 
for a cup-of coffee, just add hot 
water to a few tablespoons of 
dry mix and you’! have a real 
taste treat.
